COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA 
AMENDING THE 1989 PALM BEACH COUNTY 
COMPREHENSIVE PLAN ADOPTED BY ORDINANCE NO. 
89-17, AS AMENDED; AMENDING THE 2010 FUTURE 
LAND USE ATLAS SERIES OF THE LAND USE 
ELEMENT; ADOPTING A SMALL SCALE DEVELOPMENT 
AMENDMENT; MODIFYING LAND USE ATLAS PAGE 83; 
AND PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 

WHEREAS, on August 31, 1989, the Palm Beach County Board of 
County Commissioners adopted the 1989 Comprehensive Plan by 
Ordinance No. 89-17; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
amends the 1989 Comprehensive Plan as provided by Chapter 163, 
Part II, Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, Section 163.3187(1)(c), Florida Statutes, provides 
comprehensive plan amendments directly related to small scale 
development activity may be made by local governments without 
regard to statutory limits regarding the timing and frequency of 
plan amendments; and 

WHEREAS, Section 163.3187(1) (c)4, Florida Statutes, 
provides that small scale development amendments require only one 
public hearing before the governing board which shall be an 
adoption public hearing ; and 

WHEREAS, a property owner has initiated an amendment to the 
Future Land Use Atlas of the 1989 Comprehensive Plan; and 

WHEREAS, the proposed amendment meets the criteria of a 
small scale development amendment per Section 163.3187(1) (c), 
Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Local Planning Agency 
conducted public Hear iteeeOH April 28 and August 25, 1995, to 
review the proposed amendment to the Palm Beach County 
Comprehensive Plan and made a recommendation regarding the 
proposed amendment to the Palm Beach County Board of County 


Commissioners pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida Statutes 


at the conclusion of each public hearing; and 
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WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County 
Commissioners, as the governing body of Palm Beach County, 
conducted public hearings pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, 
Florida Statutes, on May 25, July 27, and October 26, 1995, to 
review the recommendation of the Local Planning Agency; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
has determined that the amendment complies with all requirements 
of the Local Government Comprehensive Planning and Land 
Development Regulation Act.
